•'artificial, he added: 


"In Justice to Mr. Hoover,, he made 
every effort to g<g rail distribution 
and get sugar. How much he was 


, thwarted by the railroad situation and 


the tangle of -priority orders. I do not 
know, but I am 'certain that if he 
had been efficiently aided; instead of 
being- crossed by other commissions, 
there could have been no sugar fam- 
ine in the eastern states."

on a coal famine in country which has 
more coal than any in the world.

"What we needed was not a shut- 


ting down of Industries, but a freight 
embargro on all railroads. 
It (the 


fuel administration policy), is a strik- 
ing evidence of how much harm has 
been done by'paralyzing private in-i 
terests and undertaking to solve the 
difficulties by one bureau composed 
largely of amateurs. 


"There was no need of the fuel ad- 


ministration, no reason why It should 
•'exist at all. The powers, however 
amiable and patriotic the purpose of 
their possessor, have been employed 
to make a bad situation worse and do 
nothing but harm.

U. S. Troops Gassed by Huns 


Sixty-One Victims of Horror 
Fire Men Are Killed Outright

WITH THE AMERICAN'ARMY IN FRANCE..Feb. 27.—sixty-one 


American soldiers, gas victims, lay in the hospital today, following a 
night of horror. The doctors worked all night on the cases. 


Five others were killed in the gas attack. 
Many of the hospital cases included artillerymen who-were over- 


come by fumes from gas shells.

The first victims included boys from Massachusetts, .Pennsylvania, 


North Carolina, Indiana, Kentucky, $eiv Jersey, Tennessee, Rliode 
Island, Ohio, Neiv York. Washington and Arkansas. 


The attack came suddenly early this morning after an all-day ram.

Suddenly there was a huge flare from the German trenches as the 


Minewerfers were discharged. Then came the detonations of high ex- 
plosives with the quick spread of deadly gases.

The American army'has gas equip-* 
ment and will use It as'the occasion 
demands, but it is a matter of self- 
defense. The Boches introduced the 
gas terror to the world. Its first use 
against the-Americans has aroused the 
entire army ro the stage of. "seeing 
red." 
It would stir the fighting blood of 
every American to view the hospital 
where lay the victims of the first Ger- 
man gas attack. 
At the hour of cabling five were 
dead and twenty were in hospitals 
struggling like drowning men for 
breath.

ernments have meant to the human race 
In the ages gone by, and other great wars 
will be our portion before the world will 
again be free.

Let us fin- 
ish the job now and have the terrible 
business over ivith for all time. 


WAR NOT MODERN. 


"Wars are only possible in these days 


of modern enlightenment where there still 
remains governments in which the ruling 
head has irresponsible power, such aa 
that held by the Kaiser of Germany. In 
a 'free government, such as that of the 
United • States of America, where th« 
!>eop!«> have for themselves a -voice in de- 
termining such matters, wars are n« 
longer possible. \V« never got into this 
war until the Imperial German Govern- 
ment of Germany brought it to our very 
doors and made things so hot for us that 
there was no longer any possibility of 
escape from the fight. AVe suffered every 
imaginable outrage before we could be 
kicked Into th« fight. Now that we are 
In we will live a good account of our- 
selves. 


"The Kaiser, thinking that he had Eng- 


land and France about defeated, was 
anxious to get into a fight with America 
as an «xcuse for waging a war against us 
in the belief that he could defeat this 
wonderfully rich nation and compel us to 
pay the German war debt. He dreams 
of eventually overcoming England and 
taking her great navy to com« to our 
shores and impose liis will upon this great 
people. 


"It is a serious business we are engaged 
in. 


"We are to sacrifice the lives of thous- 
ands of our finest young men in this 
struggle. The longer the war lasts the 
more we will have to pay in human life 
—your sons and mine; your brothers and 
mine. We must work and fight like blazes 
to make" the struggle as short as possible. 
"The workmen of 
the 
country are 
loyal- and true, but I am sure that not 
all of us have yet fully awakened to 
the fact that w« are really at war. The 
time has been BO short; and the strug- 
gle seems' so far away, but affairs like 
the sinking of the Tuscania bring It to 
us In a rather startling way. We must 
awaken. Every American must do his 
duty everywhere and in every place. 
MUST DO DUTY. 
"TCmnlovprs. ton. no less than work- 


i men lu our war industries, must oestir 
themselves to do their full duty by the 
government' in 'this hour of its supreme 
test 
Things must bo made right in- 
dustrially aad then each must do his 
full part. 
"That employers who Indulge in war 
profiteering and then after the fashion 
of the old order of things seeks to Im- 
pose long hours, poor pay and bad work- 
ing conditions upon his workmen, as 
well aa the workmen who is a slacker 
upon the job, are equally guilty of giving 
'aid and support to the enemies of tha 
country'; and neither are to be tolerated 
by right thinking Americana. 
"Conversely, the 
employer and the 
workmen who are fair in their relations 
one to the other, and co-operate together 
for the highest industrial efficiency In 
providing war necessities for the govern- 
ment are rendering service that 
is 
equally important to that which is be- 
ing rendered by our boys who are going 
into the trenches over there. 
"I am sure that it is the desire of 


the administration that the best possible 
conditions be made for the working men 
in the war industries of the country so 
that they may not be overcome by too 
long hours of hard work and that they 
be paid a -wage that will 
guarantee 
proper housing, clothing and nourish- 
ment. It is undoubtedly. true that the 
man who has conditions that enable him 
to conserve his health and strength is 
'the man who will bring the 
strongest 
body and the clearest mind to the ac- 
complishment of the tasks that this hour 
imposes upon him. That sort of man 
will prove the nation's most effective and 
efficient worker. 
"These are the conditions that tha 
administration believes are due 'to ' the 
workers of the country. With this as a 
basis for the nation's Industrial policy, 
it then appears to me that the best 
policy the workers 
can .pursue Is to 
avail Itself of the conciliators in th« 
department of the office of the Sec- 
retary of Labor at Washington to set- 
tle all industrial disputes that may arise 
during the period of the war. If this be 
done, I am sure that the workers will 
always secure absolute justice, and at 
the same time we will be able to keep 
all the war industries running- full time. 
And this is the best aid and support we 
ojn render to t'.-e scveTrT.T.t !n th's 
hour when the work of every one of our 
men is so sorely needed."

THE HOME VEGETABLE GARDEN 


By Caxcus A. Lee, County Farm Advisor 


When you have made up your mind 


that you want to grow a vegetable gar- 
dren, whether it be (1) because you want 
to help the Government by increasing the 
food supply to the extent of your ability, 
or (2) because you think you will save 
money b\» so doing, or (3) because you 
believe that vegetables fresh from the 
garden are far superior to any which you 
can buy, or any of the many reasons that 
might be mentioned, you must consider 
the essentials to success In gardening. 
These essentials are: 


(1) The will and determination to suc- 


ceed. Without a strong desire, determin- 
ation or will, it is impossible for work 


and water to produce the best results. 
There must be a joy In the gardening-, 
or it will be an irksome task even though 
good results are secured. 


(2) Unfortunately, most of us cannot 


choose where our garden is to be, as the 
area available is limited by the yard or 
location of buildings, as the garden must 
be readily accessabie to the dwelling. 
However, where a. choice of location does 
exist, the garden should be located on 
nch, light, well drained soil. 
A warm 


sandy loam will produce an earlier crop 
than a heavier soil that retains more 
moisture and less heat. 


(3) Seeds or plants which will produce 


desired crops. The choice of crops de- 
pends on the following: 


(a) Size of garden. Some crops, such 


as 
potatoes, corn, melons, cucumbers, 


etc, take a relative large amount of 
room in proportion to the food produced.
